# is to recoguize with greater clemrness

than before the geniua which has been at

work upon them, the intuitive delicnoy in se-

fection, the power and the beauty, which will

render them immortal,

Sir Lancelot ia the son of King Ban of
Benwicke, shadowy king of a still more
shadowy kingdom. In the legend, _lhmmclm
is defined only by the details that it is beyond
sene, and that when veturning thence from
hig wars with Lancelot after the final disrup-
tion of the Court, and on receiving news of
Mordred's treason, Arthur lands at Dover.
When first established ns a knight of Ar-
thur's Oourt, Lancelot is chosen as the fore-
most wartior, to conduct Queen Guinevere to
her marriage from the realm of her father,
Leodogrance, of Cameliard. Then began the
Jove between thom—the bond of true false-
hood and of loyal dislo n.l:ﬁ——wh.ich lagted to
the end, and which made the tragic element
in Lancelot's life. Only on two occasions,
and on both by the arts of an enehnntress,
TLancelot is unwittingly drawn from his faith-
fulness to the Queen. By the first of these
mnagioal deceptions he became the father of
Bir Galabad, and the whole matter was after-
wards explained and confessed to the
Queen. When the deception was prac-
tised a pecond fime, and on his appearing,
since the affair was instantly known to Gui-
mevere, twice econvieted in her eyes, Sir
Lanoelot falls into the terrific two-year fit of
madness, half raving, half melancholy, which
aankes an important episode in the romance.
But he is heroic even in his dejection and
%is remorse. Being partly cured at last by a
first vigion of the Sangreal, he settles in the
Joyous lle, under the feigned name of Le
Obevalier Mal Fet, and his great deeds soon
bring Knights of the Round Table about him,
and lead to his restoration at Court. Then
follows the great quest of the Bangreal, of
which his own son Galabad is the moving
enuse, and it is during the guest that, within
an ancient chapel, Lancelot has the second
dreamy wsight (mentioned in Marmion) of the
Beatific Cnp, when

USlambering, he saw the vision uigh
He might not view with waking eye.”

Before the quest was over, he met and con-
versed long with his mintiy and knightly son,
just before Sir Galahad's disappearance from
the world; and, being afterwards shriven, he
solemnly renounced the old offense which had
0 long hung about his neck,

But when the remnant of old knights were
UNoo again reassembled at Court; when the
sable had been replenished with new men,
and the disturbance caused by the quest was
wearing off, Lancelot and the Queen fell back
into the old ways. After cleaving her name
and fameé in many a mortal combat, he is at

Inst overborne by Gawaine, Agrawaine, and
Mordred, the nephews of Arthur, of
whom the first is more conapieuous as

Lancelot's mortal foe, the last as the plotter
against the King. Guinevere goes into sanc-
tuary at Almesbury, and Lancelot retires to
Benwicke beyond seas. Buat he doss not qhit
dhe Court without proffering the fullest terms
of satisfaction. is own request that Guine-
veére may be veinstated and he himself re-
eoived into accord is backed by an engage-
ment to s
veligious houses at every ten miles between
Sandwich and Oarlisle, himself making the
whole pilgrimage barefoot, and Papal bulls
are sent to second this fair and pious pro-

But Gawaine will hear of no compro-
mise; and Arthur, with that curions weakness
which in the romance is allowed to stand pars
of his character, lets depart his best and
moblest, and follows him presently o Ben-
wicke in battle array. There Gawaine re-
seives his mortal wound from Lancelot, and
the forces are recalled by the news that Mor-
dred has usurped the kfn om, The “‘great
battle in the West" then follows, which is—
not described—but sung in splendid verse, in
““The Passing of Arthur.”

But no sooner had Arthur withdrawn from
Benwicke than Lancelot prepared himself to
follow, not for reprisals, but that he might
aid his king and friend against Mordred. The
mn of Gawaine, reconciled in death to

celot lgrund to counsel delay till thess
suecors should arrive, and it was a slight and
unforesesn accident alone that prevented
obedience to the warning, After the baftle
Lancelot betook himself to Almesbury, sosk-
ing an audience of the Queen. ®n learning
shere her gettled resolution to abide by a
holy life, he himself was received into the
dolvlor by the ‘‘Bishop of Canterbury, a her-
mit,"” and renounced forever his last hope of
taking hig old love away, beyond their com.
mon sorrows, to the distant retreat of Joyous
Gard. When, after several years of the
silent life, he had been an admutted priest
for near a twelvemonth, he was miracu-
loml{O summoned to Almesbury, whenee ha
was remove the body of the Queen,
shen at the point of death, and to convey it
to Glastonbury for a final resting place.
During his journey, the Queen, in her dying
moments, spoke freely of him to the nwns.
Bhe had died but half an hour before his
eoming. Bir Lancelot, she said, had been
priest near twelve months; and “‘hither he
eometh o8 fast ms he may for to felch my
eorpse. And beside wy lord Arthnr shall he
bury me.” It should be asid at this point that,
in the romance, on the morrow of Arthur's
Paming, Bir Bedivere finds a tomb newly
graven, and a hermit grovelling before it,

#ad been miraculously laid there by the
queens and other ladies of the mystic 8;
%o that, in the mind of the writer of the
legend, an actual burial eo-existod with the
visionary hope and prospect of Arthur's con-
tinued life in Avilion, and of his future re-
turn. Before setting ont on the journey to
Glastonbury, Sir Lancelot *‘did all the ob-
servance of the service himself, both the

dirge at night, and the mass on the morrow."
Bhe was buried with all the tender privilege

nd all bis substance in founding |

who informs him that al midnight a curl-u '

and eare that love and religion eould bestow: |

and then at lust the greatknight's heart wounld
no more serve to sustain his troubled and
eareful body. Bir Bors, his kinsman, and
abrovgh all kis adventures big deyoled and

unswerving friend, could avail nothing to re-
vive him; the Jlishep conld avail nothing, and
then “*he sickenoed more and more, dried
and dwined away."

One night the Bishop awoke the whole
hermitage with a loud and unseasonable
langhter. ~ He had never bean (he said) so
morry and woll at ease. For ‘‘hero waa Bir
Lancelot with me, with more angels than I
eVEr BAW ImOn 1 ono day; and 1 saw the
angels heave Bir Lancelot towards heaven,
and the gates of heaven open to receive him,
* * * Go ye to his bed, and then shall ye
prove the sooth.”

‘5o when 8ir Born and his feliows came 10 his bel
they found him sgark dead, and he a4 he hal
smiled, and the sweetest savor about him that ever
they smelled, * * * and the groatest dole they
made thas ever made mon. _And on the morrow the
Bishop sang his mass of Heqnlem; and after, the
Bishiop and ull those nine knights put Bir Lancelot
i the same horgebler that Qaeen Guinevere was
Inid in before she was baried.”

He was entombed by them with sll honor at
Joyons Gard.

Such 1 the naked framework on which the
French reraancer has portrayed one of the
most benutiful and splendid charactera to be
found in the literature of the imagination. To
siy that Lancelot combines the gno qualities
of an Achilles and of a Hector is to suy what
is inpdequate and even bedide the mark, To
the body and spirit of Achilles has been hore
united the sounl of a Sir Philip Sidney. King
Arthur renches to a wider grasp of sovereign
and large-minded design; the eonception of
the Oid is drawn in grand and generous pro-
portions; but in the whole region of ro.
mance, will there be found such anotherunion
of strength with delicaoy, of profound sensi-
bility with entire oapacity, as was dreamed by
the anthor of the charncter of Lamcolot ?
Gexevority and cou and forgetfulness of
self are its broad basis, its pervading clements.
To forbear his own advantage

“In open battle or the tilted dela”
is with Lancelot, as with Arthur, a second
nature. This }Iﬂl‘t of him, like his complete
tranquillity and self-possession—never ence
broken by dapger or by insult, never by any-
thing but the full stress of grief and of re-
morse—ocomes of his supreme and consoious
power, BPuring the final war before Ben-
wicke, after long enduring almost passively
the assaults of Gawaine, by whom every kind
of aggravation und disappointment has been
brought npon him, Lancelot at last puts out
his 'strength and unhorses his old enemy,
Gawgine challenges him desperately to take
his life outright, *‘for if thou leave me thus,
when I am whole I shall do battle with thee
nupgnin." “8ir, I ghull endure you by the grace

God," said Sir Lancelot; *‘but wit you well,
Sir Gawaine, I shall never like thea smite a
felled knight.” During all the teunts of Bir
Gawaine at time the when the restoration of
Guinevere and of himself still hung in the ba-
lance, Sir Lancelot never faile to answer rea-
sonably, liberally, and conrteously. And
when Bir Galahad is knighted, and n myste-
rious lady rides to tell the new knight's
father that he must no more look to hold the
first place of chivalry, ‘*As touching that,"
said Sir Lanocelot, *I know well that I was
never tho best.”

His fidelity is, if that were possible, aven
more than a mateh for his large and generous
courtesy. It is asif the romancer had de-
signed to show to what moral Leights a man
may climb while a mortal sin still hovers
abeut him. In Mr. Tennyson's “Guinevers”
the great excuse for the relation between
Lancelot and the Queen is distinetly spoken
of, Itwnsamisadyenture that Arthur should
have sent his best and greatest to represent
himself; that he should have dazzled a youn
fancy with ‘‘warmth and color” before it hac
grown to love the

“pure severity of perfect light”

which hung round his own character and de-
signs. But though this misadventure lends a
palliation, and though nearly every chapter in
theromance hints s further extenuation in the
general customs of the early age, yet it is
clear that the connection was to the writer a
mortal sin, and nothing short of it. In the
long episode of Sir Tristram and La Beale
Isond (the *‘Isenlt of Ireland” in Mr. Matthew
Arnold’s charming poem), it ie easy to recog-
nise a secondary reproduction of Lancelot and
Guinevere. As Lancelot conduets Guinevere
to Arthur, so Tristram conduets Isond or Isolt
to King Mark of Cornwall. And, if we assume
this secondary relation as a fact, it is interest-
ing to notice that in the subsidiary story the
mortal taint has been provided ageinst
by throwing a supernatnral halo over the rela-
tion of the two later loyers. A miracu-
lous philtre has been prepared by the father
of Isolt of Ireland, by which she ia to become
firmly, indissolubly unitesd to King Mark.
Of this philtre she and her knightly guide in-
advertently drink during the voyage, and
their destiny is thus sealed beyond the power
of their own wills to alter. Yet, though there
is no blinking the romancer's view of Lance-
lot's fanlt, it is wonderful to observe the
labor and care whieh he has spent in drawing
a portrait, this great fault notwithstanding,
of lifelong and unwearying faithfulness,

“His honor rooted In dishonor srood,
And faith unfaithfol made his falsely true,”

In those lines the complexity of the charac-
ter is admirably and perfectly deseribed, but
in the mind of the romancer it i clear that
the ruling tendency was to set the honorable
and the fuithful qualities in the stronger re-
lief. The whole poem of * Elaine,” in its

mreat and multifarious beauty, is a tribute to

o faithfulness of Lancelot. It might almost
bear these words for its inseription, if it were
not & picture of his generosity as well. 'The
great and tragical madness which occurs in
the story fell upon Lancelot for the sole rea-
son that he could not bear so much as the ap-

earance of infidelity. He counld not brook to

e thought “‘wanderingly lewd.” Nor wns he
faithful to the Queen alone—but the one dis-
loyalty excepted—to Arthur also. Against him
he would never lift ; mmchi;hin once
the King had left bel , he was
ft;)llcmring on his track, not as foso, but as biro-
ther and ally,. He was never petulant, never
recklessly negleetful of what (even in ex.
tremes) might fet be done for those friends;
never fiagging in devotion while they lived,
nor after their deaths.

Of his etio power of attaching others
to himself there is no need to speak. Boch
a character, even in a low degree, cannot live
and move without exercising somsething of
that power. And some of the most striking
episodes in the legond arise out of this influ.
ence, which drew to Lancelot Bir Lavaine as
well as his sister—*‘thelily maid of Astolat'—
which was felt nt times and seasons by knights
like Bir Tristram and BSir Gareth, and which
entirely dominated a character so different
from that of his great kinsman as was Bir
Bore, a figure which, if not one of the firat
magnitude, is among the most distinctly
drawn and the most interesting in the whole
rOmAnoce,

have boseemed a great knight of chivalry.

dones her offense but decorates her coutte-
onsly with thé new name of Bien unt.
This intellectual delicnéy'in ih\oom-
panied by s keen sensibility on which the ro.
mancer has  bestowed the most striking
touches. ‘The toneof the character may be
indecd resembled to the string of Ulymsses’
great bow in the Odyssey. Its strength made
all other strength seom weakness, yet it re-
sponded to the slightest toueh, - Ulysses did
but try and test it,

“And in a low tene beantifully it sang
Volced like a swallow.”

Thus Lancelot, the undisputéd manter of the
tilted fiold, is represented as being also & man
frequent in gelf-converse, and responsive, not
only to the lightest word or look from the
Queen, but to appeals from his own inner
nature of the most subtle kind. Quite late in
the romance, when the direct and settled
attncks on himself and the Queen had begun,
and when he had just been doing mortal com-
bat in her defense, he comes into the court
at 8 moment when a wounded knight, Bir
Urre, is oconpying (he'full attention of the
King. As the lecches bave all failed, the
King and the best knights are trying the
effect of “'bhandling the wounds" themselves,
a process resembling the '‘royal touching”
for various maladies in later times, Last
of all, Sir Lancelot is .called to try
where every one else has failed. He comes
forward, not the man that once he was;
though outwardly unchanged, he is in-
wardly aware of personal default, of failing
name, of uncertainty and danger.
But he tounches the wounds, and one by
one they amre all healed. 'Then Arthur
and wll the other kings and knights
gave Joud thanks and praise, and made
& sort of triumphal procession in honor of
Sir Urre's recovery; but ‘‘ever Sir Lanceot
wept as he had been a beatenokdld,” No com-
ment should be needed on those words, which
supply the key to some of the finest concep-
tions in this complex and magnificent nature.
Mr. Tennyson will have many claims upon
